PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACTING AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 


WHEREAS, the landfill space available to the residents of Cook County is expected to 
greatly decline within this decade and the cost of solid waste disposal, is expected to rise 
steeply; and 

WHEREAS, seven landfills in the Chicane Metropolitan Area, representing 21% of the 
region's capacity, will close by the end of the year 2000: and 

WHEREAS, recyclable products are often less expensive than virgin products across their 
whole lifecycle when final disposition costs are considered; and 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Cook County Board of Commissioners

WHEREAS, the landfill space available to the residents of Cook County is expected to 
greatly decline within this decade and the cost of solid waste disposal, is expected to rise 
steeply; and 

WHEREAS, seven landfills in the Chicago Metropolitan Area, representing 21% of the 
region's capacity, will close by the end of the year 2000: and 

WHEREAS, recyclable products are often less expensive than virgin products across their 
whole lifecycle when final disposition costs are considered: and 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 

Section 1. That Sections 10-12.3, 10-12.4, 10-12.5 and 10-12.6 of the Cook County 
Contracting and Purchasing Ordinance are amended: 

Section 10-12.1 Purpose. 

Section 10-12.2 Policies. 

Section 10-12.3 Definitions. 

Section 10-12.4 Designated products and recycled designated products. 

Section 10-12.5 Requirements for purchasing contracts. 

Section 10-12.6 Rules and regulations for Procurement of paper and paper products. 

Section 10-12.7 Annual report. 

Section 10-12.8 Responsibilities and reporting requirements of departments. 

Section 10-12.9 Responsibilities of the Purchasing Department. 

Section 10-12.10 Exemptions. 

Section 10-12.11 Effective Date of Ordinance. 

Section 10-12.12 Severability. 

Section 10-12.13 Third Party Rights. 

NOTE: This item was also referred to the Committee on Environmental Control. (See 
Comm. No. 231595).

Chairman Daley announced that the ordinance was re-distributed today because two pages were missing 
when it was originally distributed. Chairman Daley also identified that the responses from the Purchasing 
Agent to Commissioner Hansen’s questions relative to the proposed ordinance was re-distributed on 
February 7, 2000. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Patrick McFadden, County Purchasing Agent, for a brief overview of the 
proposed ordinance amendment. 

Mr. McFadden reviewed the contracts for the last twelve months in order to make a determination of the 
fiscal impact. It was determined that often the recycled product is less of an expense than a non-recycled 
product. The substantive impact was on recycled paper, carpeting and paper manufactured without using 
chlorine. The carpeting amounted to an additional expense of $100,000.00, although the caipeting itself 
was substantive at $1.4 million worth of carpeting. The paper reflected an additional $26,000.00 on top 
of a spread of $63,000.00 over and above the non-recycled paper. The additional expense for chlorine- 
free paper was $23,000.00 on top of the $63,000.00 totaling $86,000.00. The net effect of the ordinance 
is $126,000.00, mostly in carpet and recycled paper manufactured without chlorine. 
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Commissioner Hansen stated this expenditure is certainly warranted, especially with respect to chlorine- 
free paper. Commissioner Hansen asked to be added as a co-sponsor of this Ordinance. He asked how 
does the County handle the recycling of the refuse stream coming out of the County? He suggested a 
comprehensive look at this refuse stream. 

Commissioner Quigley thanked Chairman Daley because this item is an extension of an ordinance that 
was previously passed and sponsored by Chairman Daley, which has brought the County to a 53% rate of 
purchasing recycled paper. He thanked Mr. McFadden for his efforts in helping to craft the ordinance. 
Commissioner Quigley indicated that there are representatives present from the Illinois Recycling 
Coalition and Illinois Recycling Association who are in full support of the ordinance. He noted that the 
National Association of Counties’ (NACo) new initiative is “Counties purchasing recycled content.” The 
County is purchasing recycled content for cost savings, environmental purposes, and job creation. This 
ordinance. Commissioner Quigley stated, will create incentives for new markets. He further stated that 
seven land-fills in the area will be closing within the next year, and as a result environmental costs and 
financial costs will increase. The Commissioner indicated the fastest growing part of a municipality’s 
budget is waste disposal. He stated there is a 25-50% cost reduction if recycling items are taken out of 
the waste stream. 

Commissioner Sutker stated this is a positive step forward. He indicated there has been a recycling effort 
on a regular basis in the Village of Skokie for over a decade and it is cost-efficient, useful and serves the 
community well. He continued by stating the landfill problem is continuing and that 20% of landfill 
capacity will be closing by the end of year 2000. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Hansen moved approval of Item No. 231594. 
The motion carried.

Mr. Dauber referred the question to Jim Allen, representative of the Treasurer’s Office. 

Mr. Allen answered there has been research and there are major problems. He noted that the most 
significant problem under the Lake County system is the banks do not have to tender the receipts that they 
receive from the taxpayers for up to 10 days. As a result, the banks receive potentially 10 days interest on 
those property taxes. Conservatively, if the interest rate was 5% the County would potentially be ceding 
$10 million in interest earnings. 

Commissioner Sutker asked if Cook County is bound to a 10 day period with LaSalle National Bank? 

Mr. Allen responded no, Cook County is not bound to a ten day period. 

Commissioner Sutker asked how LaSalle National Bank pays interest? 

Mr. Allen answered the interest is required to be credited into an interest bearing account. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that LaSalle National Bank is earning interest on the County’s interest as 
well. Commissioner Sutker asked what other major problems exist. 

Mr. Allen stated that there is a problem in the document provisions. Currently, in Lake County the banks 
involved do not provide any copy of the front of the taxpayer’s check. Lake County has run into 
problems where there are duplicate payments. Mr. Allen received information from Lake County 
Treasurer, Robert Skidmore, regarding problems with the banks in Lake County not being equipped to do 
imaging. Mr. Allen proceeded to state that Cook County does receive the front image and corresponding 
image of the PIN number to which payment was applied to, to help detect error or settle any dispute. 
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Commissioner Sutker stated that this is different than what he has heard and asked for something in 
writing from Lake County referencing what Mr. Allen expressed. He asked what are the other problems? 

Mr. Allen remarked in Lake County there are 200,000 PIN numbers and approximately 50 participating 
banks, while in Cook County there are 1.5 million PIN numbers and 191 banks. He noted there are 
collateralization issues, where community banks are required to have certain levels of collateral in order 
to be taking in this money. The banks must show in excess of 100%. 

Mr. Allen expressed that the lock box is an important first step in enhancing investment performance and 
customer service. He indicated that RFPs were sent to 50 banks and 12 responses were received and 11 
banks declined to participate in this venture. 

Commissioner Sutker asked why 11 banks declined to participate? 

Mr. Allen stated that the responses can be provided to the commissioners. For example, he expressed 
that some banks were not ready, did not have the ability to handle such transactions or were transferring 
technology and equipment at this time. 

Commissioner Sutker was disturbed with the County Treasurer’s Office brochure listing LaSalle National 
Bank locations on the back. He stated there must be a way that the County can provide a service 
conveniently to the county’s taxpayers which would include all federally insured banks that are equipped 
and willing to participate in this program. The Treasurer’s goal should be to include more federally 
insured banks. 

Mr. Allen stated that the Treasurer’s goal is to include all banks for more convenience and has even been 
exploring currency exchanges, in the communities that have no community banks. A long term goal is to 
allow taxpayers to pay on the internet. The Treasurer’s Office wants to provide as many different options 
as possible for the taxpayer. 

Commissioner Sutker asked what is the interest that the County receives from LaSalle Bank on the 
amount of money that is kept in the lockboxes during the period of time they retain the sums? 

Mr. Allen commented that LaSalle National Bank was a key component in increasing interest earnings. 

Peter Karahalios, Legal Counsel/First Deputy Treasurer, Treasurer’s Office, stated that the way the 
accounts are structured is that the money goes from LaSalle Bank into a concentration account. The 
concentration account is swept into a Repo Account, earning 200 basis points more than the NOW 
account. The rate of return is approximately 5.2 to 5.3%. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that LaSalle Bank acquires its profit from that amount above 5.2% which it 
can generate using those dollars for investment. 

Mr. Karahalios stated LaSalle Bank is making the amount that they are able to charge the County given 
the number of PIN numbers that go through the lock box. 

Commissioner Sutker stated the County should find a way to use this program as a spring board to a more 
generic program to expand services. This program will let the banks compete with each other, with 
respect to the services they provide to their customers. The Treasurer’s brochure sends the wrong 
message to the public, banks and taxpayers. The County should not look like it is favoring LaSalle 
National Banks. 
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Commissioner Lechowicz stated there was a memorandum distributed from Chairman Daley’s Office, to 
the Commissioners. The memorandum originated from Treasurer Pappas and Grace Colbert of the 
Budget Department as a correction on the Estimated Fiscal Impact for this item. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to amend the Estimated Fiscal 
Impact with respect to Item 233735, as follows: $ - 360,000.00 $0,00 . (Costs of this service is estimated at 
$360,000.00 and will be offset through compensating balances through an interest bearing account). 
Contract period: February 1, 2000 through January 31, 2001. (060-249 Account). 

Commissioner Hansen asked how the $500,000.00 and $360,000.00 figures relate on Item 233735? 

Mr. Dauber responded that the $500,000.00 was put together for the budget. It was only an estimate; 
what is needed is to complete the second installment transactions from the lockboxes to get a more 
accurate number, to base the figures for year 2000. The way that this will be paid is $360,000.00, but it 
will not be charged to an appropriation account. It will be charged to the “A Fund” Account. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the Treasurer’s Office cannot obligate $360,000.00 to come from the A 
Fund Account without the Board’s approval. Ultimately, the County is paying this amount. He asked if it 
can be zeroed-out? 

Mr. Dauber indicated when the Treasurer’s Office was going through the budgetary process, it requested 
that $500,000.00 be placed in the Appropriations Account 249. The Treasurer’s Office was directed not 
to do so and it was in the best interest of the County to leave it the way it was, paid outside of the C Fund 
Account. He stated that it is paid out of the A Fund Account. The reason why the item is on the agenda 
before the Board is to inform the Commissioners that the Treasurer’s Office will be handling it this way. 
He noted the A Fund Account is not under the authority of the Board. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the State’s Attorney’s Office could address the Committee on this issue 
regarding Item 233735. 

Kathy Howlett, Assistant State’s Attorney, responded that she would like to review this issue and will 
respond in writing. 

Commissioner Hansen voiced his concern, regarding whether the County is allowing a bank to charge 
hidden fees. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated that the fiscal impact of this program is being shifted out of the taxing 
portion of the budget to an interest bearing A Fund Account, and the Treasurer’s Office is seeking the 
Commissioner’s approval. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that 10% of all property tax revenue goes to Cook County and so 10% of 
the cost goes to the County as well. He stated if there is a $360,000.00 charge to be levied through 
receiving less money then this is a cost passed on by the Treasurer’s Office. He asked what is the 
statutory basis for this? 

Mr. Dauber answered that the Treasurer’s Office does not believe it has sole authority over this issue. 
The Treasurer’s Office did an RFP to comply with the Board’s request. The A Fund Account does not 
have an appropriation account for this to be charged to, however, there will be a cost incurred of 
$360,000.00. 
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Commissioner Hansen expressed interest in all revenues generated by any and all funds in the Treasurer’s 
Office to the degree that those revenues are impacted by charges. He asked Tom Glaser, Chief Financial 
Officer, to address the committee as to where does the $360,000.00 expenditure appear in the County’s 
Budget? 

Chairman Daley noted for the members, that the letter requesting an amendment to Item 233735 is also 
signed by the Director of the Department of Budget & Management Services, Grace Colbert. 

Mr. Glaser stated $360,000.00 is a cost estimate based on the volume of transactions processed by 
LaSalle National Bank. It is a compensating balance. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the net figure? For example, if $720,000.00 is generated, the cost is 
$360,000.00, the net revenue figure is $360,000.00. The request frqm the Treasurer’s Office cannot 
reflect a fiscal impact of zero. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Chief Financial 
Officer submit a report to the committee, as far as the status of the funds. Included in the report 
should be what is involved in the funds and which are approved and not approved by the Board. If 
the funds are not approved, there should be an ordinance prepared by the Chief Financial Officer, 
requesting that all funds be approved by this Board for any type of expenditures. The motion 
carried. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that this would alleviate Commissioner Hansen’s concern about 
the A Fund possibly being spent without Board authorization. 

Commissioner Steele indicated there are communities within Cook County where LaSalle Bank has no 
presence. Commissioner Steele hopes that other financial institutions are added to accommodate all 
citizens in the next fiscal year. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that good government finance practices should show gross revenues and 
fees should be netted-out afterwards. Fees shown should be shown as they are paid by the Treasurer. 

Commissioner Collins asked to look at all agencies that are not taxing bodies to ensure that no 
departments have a fund that they can dip into at their discretion. She wants a report showing the source 
of the funds to all departments. 

Chairman Daley clarified that the request made by Commissioner Lechowicz will include all departments. 

Commissioner Hansen stated concern of potential taxpayers suits by charging a fee on collecting receipts. 
There needs to be statutory authority. If there is a charge of $360,000 to collect $7 billion, there has to be 
adequate authority. 

Chairman Daley commented that Assistant State’s Attorney Howlett will guide the committee on 
Commissioner Hansen’s concern. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what is the A Fund Account income over the last year? 

Mr. Dauber answered $14,100,000.00 in interest earnings for Fiscal Year 1999. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the additional earnings were based on interest of deposits of tax 
payments? 
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Mr. Dauber answered in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked how much of the $14,100,000.00 earnings were spent? 

Mr. Dauber answered that nothing was spent in Fiscal Year 1999. It was a budgetary item (060-249) 
within the C Fund. The Treasurer’s Office was directed to pay for this out of the interest income from the 
A Fund Account in the Fiscal Year 2000 Budget. The $14.1 million is a pass through. The $14.1 million 
went to the taxing bodies and agencies. 

Commissioner Silvestri commented that this item should not be used as an example. The committee has 
seen items similar to this originating from other offices. Often times, a fiscal impact of zero means this is 
being paid out of some other source, even though it may not have an impact on the budget. 

Commissioner Goslin indicated that a fiscal impact of zero would be misleading. There should be a process 
open to all banks and eliminate the perceived favored status of LaSalle Banks. He pointed out that his 
district borders 3 different counties where other banks work with various systems. He noted that McHenry 
County will be opening a cyber account next year and perhaps that should be another avenue to pursue. 

Commissioner Quigley echoed Commissioners Sutker’s and Goslin’s comments, to expand the program 
to include additional banks. He stated the Treasurer’s original request to place this item in the budget was 
a better approach. 

Chairman Daley asked Grace Colbert, Director of the Department of Budget and Management Services, 
to address the Finance Committee. 

Commissioner Lechowicz referenced a letter, originating from Treasurer Pappas and Grace Colbert, as a 
correction to the Estimated Fiscal Impact and inquired if Ms. Colbert agreed with the letter? 

Ms. Colbert agreed there is a zero estimated fiscal impact. She commented the historical practice has 
been to administer the lock box through a compensating balance arrangement. There has never been a 
disbursement or cost related to it. 

Commissioner Lechowicz asked how much money is in the different accounts and do they come before 
the County Board for approval of any type of expenditure? 

Ms. Colbert stated that she could not answer the question because she sees the budget only within the 
context of the C Fund. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that since this practice has been used in the past, does she have any 
concerns regarding legal issues? 

Ms. Colbert answered that a legal person should respond to that question, however, this is a historical 
practice. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the cost for this service had ever been in the budget? 

Ms. Colbert responded in the negative to Commissioner Hansen’s question, there is no cost as far as the 
budget is concerned. 

Commissioner Hansen commented that there is a cost associated with this program, that this is not a 
minimum balance situation. Commissioner Hansen asked if the Board has been informed of the 
minimum balance requirements and what it entails? He further asked if Ms. Colbert has been informed of 
the composition of the minimum balance. 
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Ms. Colbert responded that she did not know what the minimum balance requirements are and what 
services are provided. This is outside the purview of the budget. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that this is a systematic problem. He said if the system needs reform, it 
should be addressed as a whole. 

Chairman Daley expressed caution in deferring Item 233735. He further stated that a precedent may be 
set for all departments that present an item which reflects an estimated fiscal impact of zero. Moreover, 
the Budget Director has not only concurred with this matter, she also signed off on it. 

Mr. Allen stated deferring the item will delay the program and it will become costly in terms of lost 
interest earnings. A delay will cause the County to return to pre-lock box days. Commissioner Hansen 
suggested that Item 233735 be approved contingent upon receipt of the opinion from the State’s 
Attorney’s Office. 

Commissioner Carr, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to defer consideration of Item 
233735. Following discussion, Commissioners Carr and Hansen withdrew their motion. 

Chairman Daley formally made the request to the State’s Attorney’s Office for a legal opinion with 
respect to Item 233735. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to approve Item 233735 
contingent upon receipt of an opinion from the State’s Attorney’s Office. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Carr. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACTING AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the landfill space available to the residents of Cook County is expected to greatly decline 
within this decade and the cost of solid waste disposal, is expected to rise steeply; and 

WHEREAS, seven landfills in the Chicago Metropolitan Area, representing 21% of the region's capacity, 
will close by the end of the year 2000; and 

WHEREAS, recyclable products are often less expensive than virgin products across their whole lifecycle 
when final disposition costs are considered; and 

WHEREAS, the careless discard of usable materials into the waste stream deprives the County of the 
economic value in those materials while creating the unnecessary expenses of collection and disposal; and 

WHEREAS, resource conservation is imperative to preserve the health of our environment; and 

WHEREAS, citizens of Cook County are taking steps to reduce the amount of waste that they generate 
and to recycle as much of the remaining waste as is recyclable; and 

WHEREAS, it is important that the County of Cook set an example in its efforts to reduce the amount of 
waste it generates and recycle any part of the generated waste which is recyclable, and 

WHEREAS, recycling involves not only the collection of materials that would become solid waste, but 
also involves the reconstitution and return of these materials to the economic stream in a marketable form; 
and 

WHEREAS, supporting the marketplace for recycled materials is a critical component of reducing the 
solid waste stream; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners recognizes the importance of creating and 
supporting markets for recycled products by encouraging every County department to demand and 
purchase recycled, and recyclable products and equipment capable of using such materials to the greatest 
extent possible; and 

WHEREAS, over 200 local governments and all 50 slates have policies favoring the purchase of recycled 
products; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Commerce and Community Affairs reports that 600 firms arc 
engaged in the business of recycling in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, dioxin, produced as a byproduct of bleaching pulp and paper with chlorine compounds, is a 
known human carcinogen and has been linked to endometriosis, immune system impairment, diabetes, 
neurotoxicity birth defects (including fetal death), decreased fertility, testicular atrophy and reproductive 
dysfunction in both women and men; and 

WHEREAS. Americans digest a daily amount of dioxin that is 300-600 times higher than the EPA’s so- 
called “safe” dose; and 


WHEREAS, the Chicago Medical Society, the American Public Health Association, the California 
Medical Association and the International Joint Commission, comprised of the governments of the United 
States and Canada have agreed on the need to eliminate dioxin in the environment: and 

WHEREAS, according to a recent U.S. Conference of Mayors report, recycled paper is of equal technical 
quality and brightness to virgin paper; and 

WHEREAS, a recent study by the U.S. Government Printing Office and three manufacturers of office 
equipment found that recycled paper performs as well as virgin paper in copiers, with as few or fewer 
jams. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 

Section 1. That Sections 10-12.3, 10-12.4, 10-12.5, 10-12.6 and 10-12.11 of the Cook County Contracting 
and Purchasing Ordinance are amended: 

10-12.1 Purpose. This ordinance shall be known as the "Cook County Recycled Product Procurement 
Policy." Its purpose is to promote market development of recycled products, recyclable products, and 
equipment capable of using such materials by establishing preferential purchasing programs applicable to 
all County departments and contractors, thereby diverting materials from the solid waste stream. 

10-12.2 Policies. 

1. All departments shall whenever practicable use recycled products and recyclable 
products to meet their demands. 
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2. The County of Cook shall whenever practicable require its contractors and 
consultants to use recycled products and recyclable products in fulfilling 
contractual obligations to the County. 

3. In procuring designated products pursuant to this ordinance, the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners shall require recovered material and/or post-consumer 
material content to be factors in determining the lowest responsive bid in any 
competitive bidding procurement process. 

10-12.3 Definitions. The following terms shall have the assigned definitions for all purposes under this 
ordinance. 

A. "Contractor" means any person, group of persons, association, partnership, 
corporation or other type of business entity which has a contract with the County 
of Cook or which serves in a subcontracting capacity with an entity having a 
contract with the County for the provision of goods and/or services; 

B. “Designated products" means all products that have been or may be identified 
pursuant to Section 10-12.4 of this ordinance as products that can be procured 
with significant levels of recovered materials; 

C. “Purchasing Agent" means the director of the County's purchasing department or 
his/her designee; 

D. "Minimum content standards" means standards set by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, or in their absence, standards or guidelines currently 
promulgated by the United States Environmental Protection Agency, specifying 
the minimum level of recovered materials and/or post-consumer material 
necessary for designated products to qualify as recycled products; 

E. "Paper and paper products" means all items manufactured from paper or 
paperboard; 

F. "Post-consumer paper material" means paper, paperboard, and fibrous waste 
including corrugated boxes, newspapers, magazines, mixed waste paper, 
tabulating cards and used cordage after the point at which they have passed 
through their end use as consumer items; 

G. "Post-consumer material" means only those products generated by a business or 
consumer which have served their intended end uses, and which have been 
separated or diverted from the solid waste stream for the purposes of collection, 
recycling, and disposition; 

H. "Practicable" means 1) able to perform in accordance with applicable 
specifications; 2) ava il a ble-ah aH : eason af> le- |* 4 e e offered as the low bid under the 
procedures in 10-12.5 (BE herein; 3) available within a reasonable period of 
time; and 4) maintaining a satisfactory level of competition; 
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I. "Recovered material" means material and byproducts which have been recovered 
or diverted from solid waste, but does not include those materials and byproducts 
generated from, and commonly reused within, an original manufacturing process 
(such as mill broke or home scrap); 

J. "Recovered paper material" means paper waste generated after the completion of 
a paper making process, such as post-consumer material, envelope cuttings, 
bindery trimmings, printing waste, cutting and other converting waste, butt rolls, 
and mill wrappers, obsolete inventories, and rejected unused stock. Recovered 
paper material, however, shall not include fibrous waste generated during the 
manufacturing process such as fibers recovered from waste water or trimmings of 
paper machine rolls (mill broke), or fibrous byproducts of harvesting, extractive 
or woodcutting processes, or forest residue such as bark; 

K. "Recycled designated product" means a product designated in or pursuant to 
Section 10-12.4 of this ordinance that meets or surpasses Cook County's 
minimum content standards, and all other criteria for qualification as specified in 
this ordinance; 

L. "Reusable product" means a product that can be used several times for an 
intended end use before being discarded, such as a washable food or beverage 
container or a refillable ball point pen; 

M. "Recycle or Recycling" means any process by which materials that would 
otherwise become municipal waste are collected, separated or processed and 
returned to the economic mainstream in the form of new, reused or reconstituted 
products, but does not include the recovery of materials for fuel in combustion or 
energy production processes. For lubricating oil, the term recycling is to be 
synonymous with re-refiniim. For toner cartridges, the term recycling is to be 
synonymous with re-manufacture; 

N. "Recyclable" means that the product is technically capable of being recycled, and 
that economic markets for collecting and recycling the product exist within a 
reasonable distance, including steel and plastic. 

O. "Chlorine-free paper or paper products" means recycled paper in which the 
re cycl e d virgin content is unbleached or bleached without chlorine or chlorine 
derivatives, or virgin paper which is unbleached or processed with a sequence 
that includes no chlorine or chlorine derivatives. 


Section 10-12.4 Designated products and recycled designated products. For all purposes of this 
ordinance, the products listed in this section or added pursuant to it are designated as products that can be 
readily procured with significant levels of recovered materials. Designated products shall qualify as 
recycled designated products if they meet minimum content standards established in this chapter. 
Designated products shall include: 

A. Paper and paper products; 

B. Compost products; 
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C. Horticultural mulch made with recycled landelearing and other wood debris; 

D. Construction aggregates made with recycled cement concrete, tire rubber, glass 
or asphalt; 

R Cement and asphalt concrete containing glass cullet, recycled liber or plastic, or 
tire rubber; 

R Antifreeze: 

G. Recycled plastic products, including lumber shapes, refuse carts, traffic cones, 
insulation, receptacle liners and recycling bins, traffic barriers and office 
products: 

H. Retreaded tires and products made from recycled lire rubber, including rubber 
mats and plavfteld surfaces: 

L Toner cartridges for computer printers: 

L Lubricating oil and hydraulic oil with re-refined oil content: 

K, Insulation products: 

R Paint: 

M. Wood products containing 50% or more reused or deconstructed wood: 

N. Carpeting made from recycled fibers: 

Q. Office furniture: 

R All steel products: 

Q Other products as designated by the purchasing agent. 

Section 10-12.5 Requirements for purchasing contracts. 

A. Invitations to bid issued by the County of Cook after September 1, 1993, for the 
purchase of tangible goods shall contain no terms, requirements or specifications 
prohibiting or discouraging post-consumer or recovered material content, unless 
a user department provides the purchasing agent with satisfactory evidence that, 
for technical reasons and for a particular end use, a product containing such 
materials will not meet reasonable performance standards. 
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B. In determining the lowest responsive and responsible bid for the purchase of 
designated products pursuant to invitations to bid issued after September 1, 1993 
the purchasing agent shall use the procedures and evaluation criteria specified in 
this ordinance. If the lowest price offered for a recycled designated product is 
not more than the specified percentage higher than the lowest offered price for 
that same designated product that is not recycled, the offered price for the 
recycled designated product shall be considered the low bid if such bidder is 
otherwise responsive and responsible. The specified percentage will not be less 
than 10%, Flowever, nothing contained in this ordinance shall preclude user 
departments from requiring post-consumer or recovered material content as a bid 
specification. 

C. Each contractor supplying the County of Cook with recycled designated products 
pursuant to an invitation to bid process initiated after September 1, 1993 shall 
provide acceptable certification from all product manufacturers that the products 
being supplied meet or surpass county minimum content standards, and shall 
agree to reasonable verification procedures specified by the purchasing agent. 

D. Invitations to bid issued after September 1, 1993, for designated products, 
whether recycled or not, shall require the bidders, if awarded a purchasing 
contract, to provide quarterly summaries of the quantities purchased by user 
departments, unless the purchasing agent determines that this requirement would 
significantly reduce the number of bids received by Cook County. 

E. The County shall not purchase any item whose original manufacturer places 
restrictions on the remanufactiiring of such item bv other businesses. 


Section 10-12.6 Rules and regulations for Procurement of paper and paper products 

A. The Cook County recycled paper procurement goal for user departments 
(expressed as percentage of the total volume of paper purchased) shall be not less 
than ten percent by 1994; not less than thirty percent by 1995, and not less than 
sixty percent by 1996 and thereafter . Each department shall be responsible for 
making its best effort to meet or surpass these goals. 

B. The purchasing agent shall adopt minimum content standards for recycled paper 
products by September 1, 1993. Minimum content standards shall, at minimum, 
be consistent with standards presently promulgated by the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency, unless the purchasing agent determines that a 
different standard would significantly increase recycled product availability or 
competition. 

C. The purchasing agent shall use a percentage factor of at least ten percent in the 
process of determining the lowest responsive and responsible bidder for paper and 
paper products. For paper or paper products which are both recycled and 
chlorine-free, the percentage factor will not he less than 15%, The purchasing 
agent may elect to establish higher percentages to meet the goals set forth in 
subsection A herein. 
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D. All imprinted letterhead pape r, copy paper, computer printer paper, and note pads 
used by Cook County departments shall be recycled paper containing at least 30% 
post-consumer content. 

R Printing press services provided by the County or purchased bv the County from 
an outside vendor shall utilize soy or other vegetable-based inks. If lithographic 
ink is used in printing performed bv the County or in printing services purchased 
bv the County from an outside vendor, the ink shall contain not less than the 
following percentages of vegetable oil: 

(11 News ink. 40 percent: 

(2) Sheet-fed and forms ink. 20 percent; 

(3) Heat-set ink. 10 percent. 

High quality color process minting on high speed heat-set presses is excepted 
when slow drying time significantly increases production costs. 

E F. Departments shall publicize Cook County's use of recycled paper by printing the 
words "Printed on Recycled Paper" on all letterhead paper and on the title page of 
all reports printed on recycled paper. 

EG. To reduce the volume of paper purchased, departments shall use both sides of 
paper sheets whenever practicable. 

GH. The purchasing agent may enter into joint purchasing with other local and state 
agencies to reduce the cost of recycled paper product purchases. 

EC. All bids for new equipment and services shall include language that will encourage 
the use of recycled paper and paper products, wherever practicable. 

1J. Cook County shall phase in equipment to facilitate the use of recycled paper 
products, wherever practicable. 

JK. In instances where recycled paper and paper products may void existing 
warranties, service agreements, or contracts, recycled paper and paper products 
shall not be specified. 

KL. Requests for proposal issued by the County of Cook after September 1, 1993, shall 
require all proposed contractors or consultants submitting proposals to agree to the 
following as a precondition to contract awards: 

1. All reports submitted to Cook County or its departments by a contractor 
or consultant in fulfillment of contract obligations shall use recycled 
paper when it is available at a reasonable price. For the purpose of this 
paragraph, the price of recycled paper shall be considered "reasonable" 
if its cost is no more than ten percent higher than the lowest price 
offered for non-recycled paper. 

2. Reports submitted to Cook County or its departments shall use both 
sides of paper sheets whenever practicable. 
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3. The contractor or consultant shall maintain records of purchased paper 
and paper products, including product description, supplier, amount 
purchased, unit prices, and justifications for any use of non-recycled 
paper. This information shall be submitted to the user department 
before contract expiration, according to procedures to be established by 
the purchasing department. The contractor or consultant shall be 
responsible for maintaining records and submitting the aforementioned 
information for all of its subcontractors or subconsultants. 

M. Printing services purchased by the County from outside vendors shall be on 
recycled paper containing at least 30% post-consumer content. 

Section 10-12.7 Annual report. The purchasing agent shall submit to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners each year in September, beginning in 1994 a report evaluating the procurement program, 
including the following components: 

A. Quantities of designated products purchased by departments; 

B. Quantities and types of recycled products purchased; 

C. Prices and relative quantities purchased of recycled and non-recycled designated 
products; 

D. A determination as to whether minimum content standards should be changed or 
remain the same; 

E. An assessment of the effectiveness of the procurement program and an evaluation 
of program goals; 

F. Recommendations for changes in procurement policy, including designation of 
additional products. 

Section 10-12.8 Responsibilities and reporting requirements of departments. All user departments 
are responsible for: 

A. Purchasing and using recycled products whenever practicable; 

B. Documenting any technical problems that preclude the use of recycled products; 

C. Providing written explanations to the purchasing agent for not purchasing 
recycled products; 

D. Conducting comparative tests of the performance of recycled products and non- 
recycled products, as requested by the purchasing agent; 

E. Transmitting to contractors, upon their request, information about their recycled 
products and vendors; 
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F. Collecting information from contractors about their designated product purchases 
before contract expiration dates; 

G. Informing the purchasing department of potential uses of recycled products by 
contractors. 

Section 10-12.9 Responsibilities of the Purchasing Department. The purchasing department is 
responsible for: 

A. Disseminating recycled product information to departments; 

B. Assist departments in resolving problems and complaints concerning recycled 
product performance or availability; 

C. Revise or amend standard bid documents and contract language where necessary 
to implement this ordinance; 

D. Collect data on departmental purchases of designated products on County 
purchase orders; 

E. Prepare bid invitations for recycled products; 

F. Adopt and update minimum content standards for designated recycled products. 

Section 10-12.10 Exemptions. Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed as requiring a department or 
contractor to procure products that do not perform adequately for their intended end use or are not 
available at a reasonable price in a reasonable period of time. 

Section 10-12.11 Effective Date of Ordinance. The provisions of this ordinance passed prior to 
September 1, 1993 shall apply to all County of Cook procurement processes, including invitations to bid, 
and requests for proposals, initiated September 1, 1993. The provisions of this ordinance passed after 
September 1, 1993 shall apply to all County of Cook procurement processes, includiim invitations to hid, 
and requests for proposals, initiated more than 90 days after the date of passage. 

Section 10-12.12 Severability. Should any section, subsection, paragraph, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared unconstitutional or invalid for any reason, such decision shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining portion of this ordinance. 

Section 10-12.13. Third Party Rights. Nothing herein shall entitle any third party to challenge the 
award of any contract by the county to any contractor or subcontractor, nor otherwise create rights in any 
bidder or prospective contractor.

WHEREAS, the four United States Army chaplains then sank with the torpedoed U.S.A.T. Dorchester in 
the North Atlantic, with their arms linked about each other while they prayed together, and 

WHEREAS, one of the most inspiring acts of heroism in World War II was commemorated on February 
6, 2000 the 57th Anniversary of the historic occasion of "Four Chaplains Sunday", and 

WHEREAS, each year, a memorial program is sponsored by the Combined Veterans Association of 
Illinois, and this year was hosted by the Italian American War Veterans, and
